will be the evil influences which the 
Negro will indirectly exercise "oa. the 
national destiny. To prevent the Tin- 
inter resn1|ts apprehended, these think- 
ers and writers are reaching the view 
that Separation 1s neceasary This is 
strietly the whits man's «ide of the 
question. The Negro's version of it 
is ju#t the opposite. He regards him- 
nolf us a fixity on American soil and 
looks forward to a bright and prosper- 
vous future. This is the firm belief of 
every intelligent Negro, except, per- 
haps Bishop H. M. Turner of the A. 
AF, E. Chureh, who on acconnt of his 
alvocacy of African imigration, is re- 
garded by the race as a man of very ex 
trilagant ideas; and even Bishop Tur- 
mer” thinks that America is the best 
Place for the Negro and only snch as 
are highly edncated and posxess some 
mechgvical genins shonld migrate to 
Africa. IT have for years given the 
quention carefn] stndy and attention, 
and have concluded to differ with the 
rest of my race, aud give my unqual- 
ifled endorsement to the separation of 
the two races as the only feasible $0- 
lution of the problem. 

One thing is certain: the day has 
come when this race question in Amer- 
jca ean not be irnored. I have full 
faith in the flexibility and adjusting 

wer of onr national life. Its elasticity 

as: rendered barmless many a blow 
which otherwise wonld have wrecked 
the nation. - But in one point at least 
It 8eems to fail. The social condition 
of the Negro is today no whit different 
from what it was 30 years ago. He is 
no nearer absorption into the body of 
the nation. © He stands apart now as 
he did then, no nearer to the white 
man-—farther off even in many respects 
than he was when the civil war set him 
free, The war settled many things 
bat it did not settle the condition of 
the African i America. It did give 
him the donbtful right of suffrage, o 
not nnmixed hoon to either black or 
white. Bat what did it define as to 
his position? What dil it accomplisb 
for his uplifting? It was a grand 
boon that was given him —that of free- 
dow, but the gift ceazed there. The 
chats to start in the world with equal 
privileges and opportunities with his 
white competitor was not given and is 
not now thought, of, After 35 years 
of freedom in the United States I find 
the Negro still « separate and distinct 
class, Against him every aveuue to 
improvement is effectnally closed, 
Strangers from all lands, of « color 
different from his are preferred before 
him; he is debarred from the bigher 
spheres of activity, his years of culture 
only enable him to fill «nbordivate 
poxitions and with the increasing 
multitudes and other superiority of 
the white the Negro can never in these 

nited States rise above menial labor. 

-Ths theory is advanced now that the 
war between the United States and 
Spain will benefit the Negro. Ho not 
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Negro fought for American independ- 


. ence. The Negro's blood mingled with 


the whito man's blood at Bunker Hill, 


- but this vacriftice won for him only 
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fact the Memphis (Tenn.) Commercial- 
Appeal as: 

It is 8aid that the colored soldiers 
are best adapted to the rigors of the 
Onban elimate, and in case of the gov- 
ernment being forced to send an army 
of invasion, the colored xoldiers wontd 
be the first ones sent, This seems to 
have given the colored zoldior rather 
an exalted opinion of himself, and he 
ans grown tyrannioal in his dealing 
with whito men. The fear is eXPress- 
ed that it any great number of Negroes 
are put into the army as voldiers it 
will have a demoralizing effect on 
them when they return. No doubt 
when they come back from fighting 
the battles of the country, they will 
have much to *&y favorable to them: 
elves and they will be more or leas 
disposed to arrogance, but they will 
be cured of this ere long by the intro- 
dnetion of 8ummary dizeiplinary meth- 
ods, snch as were fonnd neceenary af- 
ter the war. The colored soldier mnst 
not permit himself to be hetrayed into 
the as*nmption that he ha changed or 
benefited his social condition by wear- 
ing a blue coat and carrying a gun, If 
he forgets bimself he will soon be re- 
minded of his delinqueney in & con- 
vincing manner.” 

There is « blatant provincialisom in 
this conntry whose ouly solation of 
the race problem is the etefnal subjec- 
tion of the Negro. It declares that **yon 
Negroes may get learning; you may 
get property, you may have chnrches 
and religion, but this is your limit, this 
is a white man's government. No matter 
bow many millions you may number 
we Anglo-Saxons are to rnle.” This 
is the edict constantly bhissed in the 
Negro's ear, in every section of the 
country, and he is kept fighting at the 
disad vantage which David would have 
experienced in Saul's armor. The 
young Negro yonth who graduates 
from Harvard University, Yale and 
Darthmouth are compelled to sink his 
individuality or retain it at a cost of 
every characteristic of freedom except 
compulsory labor. No legislation; no 
amount of legislative privileges ever 
has or ever can overcome the impass- 
able social bar to preterment which 
everywhere faces the Negro. In the 
north where slavery has been abolish- 
ed for several generations, and in the 
west where it never existed, equally 
with the sonth, the social distinetions 
of color gre as keenly observed as 
they ever were. And let me say right 
here that the social idea in this race 
question is to be entirely excluded 
from consideration. It is absolately 
& personal matter, regulated by taste, 
condition orggither by racial or family 
affinities, therefore npon this «line the 
Negro cau hope to gain nothing. 

Beyond the $ocial range there is the 
political and civil prerogatives, which 
not only from prejudice and race an- 
tipathy but from force of cirenm- 
stances the white man cannot afford to 
give the Negro a viible ontlet. And 
this brings ns to the. one vast question 
that still Imgers, namely, the problem: 
How is it to be settled? It cannot be 
settled by extinction of race. No 
amalgamating process can eliminate it. 
It is not « carnal question-—a question 
of broeds, or blood, or hneage. And 
even if it were, atualgamation would 
be an impossibility. How can any 
one persuade eight or ten million 
of people to forget the ties or race? 
No one could force them into the arms 
of another race, And even then it 
would take generations upon genern- 
tions to make the American people 
homogeneous in blood and essential 
qualities. Thus take one simple case: 
lhere are thirty-five millions of Ne- 
groes oh the American continent (ton 
million in the United States), and con- 
stantly increasing at an immense ratio. 
Nothing but the sheeriest, hazziest 
imagination can anticipate the solu- 
tion of this race, and 80, tod, of the other 
races of America. And now the ques- 
tion arises, what are the future proba- 
bilities of amity in a land where ex- 
ists 8nch wide divergence of race as. 
the Saxon on the, one hand and the 
Negro ou the other? We can find no- 
where in racial history where two ut- 
terly dissimilar race>0n the $Ame s01l 
with equal political aud civil rights 
ever succeeded as such. 

No two races, however *similar, haves 
ever lived avywhere at any time on. the 
$ame s0il with equal rights in peace. 
We can find nowhere any fixed law of 
history by which to determine the 
probabilities of the black and white 
races living together without 1rrecon- 
cilable violence. Observe just here 
the inevitable confusion. which 1s «ure 
to follow the aim after historical prece- 
dent in this problem. The Jews and 
the Egyptians under the Pharoahs 1n- 
habited the s8ame country 400-years, 
but antegonism was the result and ex- 
pnlsion the fins! is8ne. The Moors 
and Spaniards _ came into the closest 
eontact in th& vixth century, and it 
rexnlted in/ constant antagouism aud 
final _—_— : 

There is great friction between Oelt 
and Saxon in Britain, We ee the 
violence of both Russ and German 
against the Jew. The bitterness 15 8 
mntual one between Rnssia on the one 
hand and Bulgaria and the neighbor- 
ing dependent principalities on the 
other, and France and Germany stand 
facing each other like two fighting 
cocks, The Caucasion and Indian 
have lived in close neighborhood on 
this continent since 1492, and the re- 
«n1t has been'the extipotion of the In- 
dian, These facts circling deep his- 
toric ages 8bow that we can find no 
bistorical precedent or principle qo 
us the faintest hope of the Negro an 
the Caucasion living together harmo- 
niously. For the Negro to Langop 58

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We must read the future by the 
lamp of the past. I am not peasimis- 
tic nor exalting Cancasian power to 
nndeserved bad eminence” when I 
5ay that the white man will never per- 
mit any other race to ocenpy the same 
territory with him as his etjual, Will 
any futtire Negro bs satsfied with lexs? 
We cannot take into consideration the 
hope of forcible extortion of recogni- 
tion or equality. In intellectuality 
the white man will always be at least 
our equal, in plysical power our s1- 
perior, for our proportion of popnla- 
tion by any logical computation can 
never be greater than now. 

What then are the probabilities of 
the fatnre? If amalgamation is an 
impossibility, then the probabilities of 
the fatnre tend toward emigration. 
The Negro being the weaker cf the two 
races, he mnst go of his own volition, 
or the stronger race will make « vassal 
of him or drire him. ont. Tt is said 
that *Christiauity will regulate these 
things —the Gospel of Peace will make 
the Hon andtlamb companions;* But 
the world cannot stand and wait for 
the millenvinm., The millenium is still 
far, far away. The world in the ever 
active pregent moves on, Nations 
push forward and races struggle on in 
the whirlpool of pride and ambition. 
Then, what is the white man's religion 
but a system of conflict; what is his 
boasted civilization but a stretching 
forth of his relentless arm for power? 
Does he not stand npon a throne, built 
npon races which his greed has mowed 
down as the reaper grain? Does he 
not atand before his God with the 
blood of all other races dripping from 
his victorious sword? And will our 
remnant of @ race indnlge for a mo- 
ment. in the summer day dream of 
changing Cancassiau passioa for mas- 
tery and conquest which has been 
strengthened by centuries of success? 
It is als0 asserted that edncation is the 
answer—that edncation on both sides 
will broaden and heighten the hnman 
heart and revolutionize the world. 
Did not Grecian learning make Gre- 
cian bigotry? Did not Roman schol- 
arship make Roman cruelty and op- 
pressiou? - Edncation will serve only 
to exasperate the Negro and elevate 
the pride and bigotry of the white 
man. 

Edncation will only lay bare Negro 
ambition and sharpen tha stings of 
Cancasian hate and aggression, Edu- 
cation will elevate the Negro on the 
wings of ambition, only to be pulled 
back to nlmost subject life by the ever 
present, unconquerable Cancasian 
might, as the aspiring waves are pull- 
ed back to the earth by the force of 
gravitation Bnt after all, althongh 
the Negro's apbition be worthy of an- 
gelic imitation, 1s theres any 
why the white man Should appease his 
ambition? Are there any reasons why 
the white man should elevate the Ne- 
gro to place of honor and trust, and 
provule positions for his sons an 
daughters? No, let the Negro do it 
for himself, When we look at this 
question in the light of history and 
deal with cold facts of hnman charac- 
ter, devoid of «entimentalities which 
exist only in the imagiugtion, we ee 
clearly that Christianity and ednca- 
tion wil mere ao tre Arextn ve: 
tween the races of men. Indeed, ther: 
are those on both *ides who tower 
above race— who are broader than the 
confines of racial distinction, who 
would lift mankind to the plane of 
nniversal brotherhood. But we cannot 
get away from the fact that the great 
majority of mankind will continue in 
the «ame old way. Education and 
wealth have never contributed in the 
least degree to the obliterution of rac- 
ial lines. 

There may indeed be a personal in- 
flaence which may hold in check for a 
seas0n bitter prejudice which grow 
into general and open conflict, but 
this personal power hangs npon # teu- 
der thread and is s00n snapped. I 
do not say that Negroes cannot live in 
this country and grow 1n wealth and 
learning, but I do ssy that while this 
is true, still there will be an nawritten 
law, more powerful than any npon the 
statinte Hooks, whicdry wit «hnt the 
Negro out of the enjoyment of many 
of his natural and proper desires and 
from any conxsiderable participation ma 
public life. The white man will make 
Negroes welcome 80 long as they oc- 
cupy the places to which they arFas- 
signed. Negroes will become million- 
aires and their intelleets will shine 
ont as the noonday snn in the clear 
heavens, bnt still there will forever be 
staring them in the face that terrible 
Cancasian interdiction: **Thus far —no 
farther.” Thus the Negro mnst move 
in a circle cirenmscribed by Cancasian 
greed and pride. The Negro can never 
stand out as a man and demand in the 
name of his manhood the recognition 
accorded the white wan. His stay 1s 
a granted favor, His existence 1s by 
sufferance. To some—to many —these 
are queer ideas, and yet it must he 
their conclusion by force of reason an 
argument or by forces of circumstances, 
What Negro is there who does not wish 
the reverse of this? 

There is not a Negro who does not 
desire that his race stand on equal 
footing with all other races. - And yet 
we must speak the trath as we seo 1t, 
We must cast aside flattery —we mnst 
accept the truth of the sitnation as it 
is, Hence I am candid, I see no 
chance for the development of the 
Negro as & race on American $oll.- It 
caunot be done without a miracle and 
the days of miracles bave passed, 
Granted that a separation of the two 
races is 'necessary, where *hould the 
Negro go? To Africa, because there 
is no other place for hiw to go without 
having to contend With tlie 5ame diffi- 
enlties he is contending with in” the 
ring mountains Kſting their vtataty 
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Africa with her beasts and birds of an- 
told varieties; her vegetation beyond 
description; inexbanstible mineral 
wealth; a region teeming with the 
choi6est productions of tropical lands; 
the native home of the coffes plan 
which grows wild in its nntonched' 
jungles with a luxnriance found els6- 
where only in the carefally cultured 
gardens of Brazil —Africa, with two 
hnndred millions of free «ons, who 
have never worn the Cancasiau yoke 
nor feared his lash, waiting to be re- 
deemed from their long night of dark- 
nes, polished by the civilizing toneh 
of American Negro brain, and trans- 
formed into an intelligence which sball 
be able to develop those vast rezources, 
and with «teady nnd enlighted courage 
beat back Cancasian daring and 
avarice, driving their gigantic engines 
of greed and distruction to the beart 
of that great continent. 

There can be no reaso0n why the 
American Negro shonld object to Af- 
rica, becanse Africa is his natural 
home. God first partitioned the land 
and water and settled the geologic and 
climatic conditions, and then divided 
the nations to their several estates., 
The third part of the eastern hemis- 
phere, according to tradition, fell to 
the sons of Ham, in whose family 
there was an ancient enrse. - Bat in the 
economy of heaven there is no curss 
without a blessing and often the bleas- 
ing blossoms from the cnrse. Africa 
hecame the asylum of the two great 
figures in the annals of thme. A tear 
drop on the cheek of a babe in a reed 
basket among the rushes of the Nile 
gave rise to the fortnnes of a people 
ont of whom came at last the world's 
Mess1ah. 

When Christ was born, His infancy 
like that of Moves, was sheltered in 
the land of Egypt. That was the only 
gate of ingress or egress which re- 
mained nnshnt ronnd a coast of 16,000 
miles, The zeal of the continent, like 
that of the great pyramid, was left nn+ 
broken for centuries. Abont 450 years 
ago the Portngese, theh the greatest 
sailors, began to pry aronnd it. Ex+ 
ploration followed. The slave trade, 
early existing, was vastly angmented 
by the discovery of America. Chnrehb 
and state, monarch and merchandise, 
joined bands to make it respectable. 
For the next two centuries Ear 
rapacity tore from their soil the chil- 
gren of Africa and thrast them on the 
markets of the world. One day in 
1620 a Dntch «hip came to the James 
river and landed the first score of Ne- 
gro slavres at Jamestown, Va. That 
was the beginning of 'African slavery 
in this conntry, lealing to long bond- 
age, to civil war and final emancipa- 
tiou, It is estimated that from 1680 
to 1796 England chiefly *npplied to 
this conntry and the West Indies 
2.130,000 Negro slaves. **But there 
is a 80ul of good things in evil.” One 
of the most conspicuons nses of this 
conntry thus far was to bring these 
abject pagans into contact with mod- 
ern civilization and to pack multitades 
of them into the Christian charch; and 
who dares dispate but that the race 
was sent here to be schooled in the 
rigors of slavery, more especially that 
they nay yet be the instrument of 
GoTto work ont the deftiny of Africa: 
No man can trace the footsteps of the 
Almighty iu these latter days without 
being surprised at the nnexpected and 
marvelous turn of things. 

The world is more alive today than 
ever—as we discover throngh constant 
acenmalated official reports, diplomatic 
papers, missionary, scientific, explor- 
ing, educational and commercial ac- 
connts, which are: daily concentrating 
a flood of light npon Africans and 
Africa. The change on the face of the 
world invests its work with a new and 
transcendent interest. Here iu the 
United States a race of slaves has been 
clothed with the franchise of freedom 
and 1s rapidly being educated in the 
Spirit of American religious and civil 
institations to carry, ont the divine 
parpose of civilizing and evangelizing 
Africa, Unfortunately for the Ameri- 
can Negro, he does not realize the 
hand of God in all this, bearing upon 
his ſuture desffmy. He rages at the 
faintest hint of emigration to Africa.

W. H. Hzarp, we notice in The 
Christian Recorder, is represented as 
having returned to Africa as the su- 
perintendent of our West African 
work, This appears as & little singu- 
lar, as the Doctor was notified over 
three months ago that his appointment 
as snperintendent in West Africa was 
revoked, and that he could not go in 
that capacity. Not only did we revoke 
the appointment as the Bizhop of Af- 
rica, but it was concurred in by the 
majority of the House of Bishops, To 
ay nothing of other things, the treas- 
ury of the Missionary Department was 
not and is not able to bear the expense 
of snch an appointment. But the 
Dootor told us when he was visiting 
our Conferences in Georgia in No- 
yenriber that ke thoaght he would have 
to return to Africa on his own account 
for the trauszction of some business 
which required his attention, and as 
he has returned he went upon his own 
responsibility, for he went without 
any certificate of appointment assign- 
ing him to that work, We judge, how- 
ever, The Ohristian Recorder had not 
been apprised of that fact. But Dr. 
Heard was notified both by letter and 
by tbe word of mouth, and it is singu- 
lar that he did not notify The Chris- 
tian Recorder,

Dzan Farmans axp Bexruzxzn—By the blexvings of Almighty God, the 
Conneotional Preachers' Aid and Mutual Relief Azzociation, which, one year 
ago, was only « belpfnl project on paper, has since come into active existence, 
nnd, with the earnest bope that its benefits may be better understood and taken 
advantage of, we end forth this $tatement of its first year's work, praying 
that it may meet with your approval. 

The Connectional Preachers” Aid apd Mntnal Relicf Azzociation was or- 
ganized under its charter at Baltimore, Maryiand, October 7th, 1897, It was 
established as a cheap, rafo and cany method by which each and every itiner- 
ant A, M, E. preacher, be his ealary ever 50 limited, may provide aid for his 
wife and children when he *hall be taken away by death. 

The establizhment of this branch of conneetional work comes as another 
mark of the A. M. E. Church's advancement along the lins of the higher 
Christian civilization and race development. Barbarism bnilds no humane 
institutions nor does it provide for the widow or the orphan. 

The C. P. A. proposes to accomplich what is justly dne to the bereaved 
dependents of that heroic class of Obristian ministers, by whose self-zacrifie- 
ing labors, aided by their devoted wires, the A. M. E. Church has been made 
what «he now is. 

There have been brought to our knowledge many heart-sickening cases of 
ministers who, after years of eminent nxefuluess, have died in poverty, with- 
ont means to bury them, jeaving their wives and children homeless and pen- 
niless, Bat in the majority of canes theas evils are traceable to the common 
sins, **putting off or indifterencs.” The indulgence of these inclinations to 
pnt off is seon, not only to be working to the detriment of many of our broth- 
er preachers, bnt retarding the snccess of the C. P. A., while they deprive 
their dependents of the helpful provigions made for their benefit. It is pain- 
fal to note that some who it would be reasonable to expect to take « leading 
interest in & measnre promising 80 great benefits to the preachers as the C. 
P. A., are manifesting little or no concern. 


It is noticeable in the reports of the doings of the Annnal Conferences, 
that while items of minor importance are reported with landations, no hint is 
given of a mention or Conference action in relation to the Preachers' Aid As- 
zociation, **Nor Mrx but Mragrnrs,” The interest and growth of the C.P.A. 
might be greater if the Secretary could meet those concerned—the preachers 
—ſace to face, at the Conference, but the office being one withont a salary,and 
the lack of time and mea 2s to travel, the C.P.A. must depend at present for 
its growth upon correspon lence and the help of capable, interested and active 
Conference Committeemen. Through thess, with the active support of the 
Bishops of the Conference, who are alive to the great need, purposes and pos- 
sibilities of the C.P.A., and the increaving light among the preachers as to its 
merits, we are hoping to roach the soope of nsefulness and standard of effi-

But we have «wept off the 
last nickel in the face of the fact that 
we have increased the running ex- 
penses two thousand dollars by the 
employment of more professors, and 
raising it to the grade of a college in 
fact as well as in name, for it now has 
&« curriculum of a higher grade than 
any college of the city, or of the state 
for the nse of our people. Throngh 
the noble endeavgr. and. self-sacrifice 
vf the living ministry of Georgia we 
have increased onr edncational colleo- 
tions over quintuple and many have 
sextapled their former efforts, all of 
whom” have thb Bishop's most nn- 
feigned thanks.

FEARFUL INDICTMENT. 


Work That Must Be Done By the 41d 
of the Home and Foreign NMisslonary 


Society in South Alabama and 
South Georgia,

Dear Editor of the Vorcs or Mrs- 
moxs: Please allow me to ay, in the 
coltamns of your wonderful paper, n 
few words concerning the women and 
the Woman's Home and Foreign Mis- 
Sionvary Society in my part” of the 
country. 

Please allow me, first to say, that 
Since the adjournment of the Alabama 
Annual Conference in December 1897, 
of which I am « member, I have been 
engaged in teaching schools in Ala- 
bama aud in Georgia, While in these 
places teaching I made myself « per- 
manent member of the euurch and a 
Sabbath school teacher for all of those 
who I taught including the surronnd- 
ing friends, and I want to ay that I 
can ee by a scant observation, the 
great hindrances that 0 easily im- 
pede the progress of the Christian 
Church. 

There are scores of women, girls, 
men and boys who are lying aronnd 
in the community with wonderful ap- 
peargnces, firie heads and faces, but 
never have anything to do. 'They 
have but few societies among them, 
It has beeu said by one that an idle 
brain is the devil's workshop, there- 
fore I have seen this saying fulfilled 
in this part of the country to the full- 
estwrxtent. The most beautiful and 
handsome looking women and girls 
that we bare in this part of the conn- 
try are pure prostitutes for the oppo- 
Site race. 

And jnst as long as this is tolerated 
I believe that God will curse our race. 
It is a very, very hard task for us to 
protect our women in some places, al- 
though the stronggarm of protection is 
S0me times raised for them like a Sam- 
80n among the Philistines; but secing 
that death will be the results and no 
one made better, the arm came crum- 
bling to the ground, like Luther. 

We cannot save them by main foree, 
but we can use meaus by which to 
bring them to Christ gradually. When 
Christ sent out His servants to invite 
the guests to consnme his supper, at 
the second charge He told them to go 
in the hedges and highways and com- 
pel them to come. He meant for them 
to nse means for the purpose that they 
conld not refuse. The ame charge is 
to us at this early date, and 
one of the strongest means 
that I can see existing; to engage the 
women in & good work in our country 
is the Woman's Home and Foreign 
Missionary Society. I am very sorry 
to 88y that it is not very much known 
in this part of the country, generally; 
but where I am now teaching I am 
glad to 8ay that God has opened the 
hearts of so0me and the 8eeds are plant- 
ed, and they are being organized. 

I notice, too, that s0me ministers 
are quite indifferent abont the Wo- 
man's Home and Foreign Missionary 
Society. It seems that they ought to 
know that it would be the steam chest 
in which wonld be the organized pow- 
er able to turn any rusty wheel in 
their churches. 

T1 feel that it is a Bociety that God 
will bless, and I farther think that it 
should not have any bonuds; there 
ought to be as well « ffan's Home 
aud Foreign Missionery Bociety or- 
ganized among the young men as well 
as the old, for we have brethren stary-

If you 
can't send the money $end the mate- 
rial mentioned above, it will bs 
same, Dr, C. Max Manning will be able 
to give you a good information about 
the need of this church. Five or aix 
hundred dollars will give « good liſt, 
with what we can do ourselves, We 
hope you will let this matter olaim 
your earuest and early attention 1 
have long since informed our Elder 
abont the building of a church here 
and he thinks well of it. Tho African 
Church will sncceed and that rapidly, 
if we will try and do the right. I feel 
to spend my time in the Master's vine- 
yard. I never intend to be & drone, 
and do nothing. . 

Oat of the number of pers0ns con- 
verted, I bave received into the church 
17, and there are some others to be re- 
ceived. I hope, in time, the African 
Church will be well prepared to open 
a Mission in Sughro, as well as other 
Missions: Liberis needs pjonecr work- 
ers now, but we don't want no lazy 
people, just to come over here and 
look aud ran back to the white man 
again and publish « lot of lies on the 
country, 

Africa is one of the greatest coun» 
tries in the world, but it needs to be 
developed like other new countries, and 
we want men of that stamp, both in 
Chureb and state.

They pay 
every debt, whisky debts and all, be- 
fore they think of God. These things 
onght not to be I want no one who 
this * article to think that 1 
charge all this bad treatment to those 
who are not connected with any 
church. No,.I lay it where I firmly 
believe it justly belongs, at the door 
of the Negro churches, We are, 
to a great extent, only gerving 
God formally, and are not as 
deeply interested as we +*honld be, 
The Jews were God's chosen peo- 
ple and they had the promise that as 
long as they wonld serve God, He 
would be to them a father and they 
shonld be His children; and history 
attests that when they wandered away 
from God their enemies would swoop 
down upon them and plander and car- 
ry away their flocks, burn their homes 
and carry them away into captivity. Is 
not the history of the Negro race in 
America a striking resemblance to that 
of the Hebrews? We have allowed ar- 
istocracies to springup in our church- 
es, we fnss and quarrel with each oth- 
er too mnch, this chureh 1s hunting 
for flaws in the other. 

We do not love each other as we are 
commanded to do. In short, we do 
not live according to the way we pray. 
When the proud and beautiful Vashti 
was deposed by Ahasnerns, Mordecai 
carried Exther to Shnshan, that «he 
shonld present herself to the king, and 
it happened that she found favor in 
the king's sight and was chosen qaeen. 
The Jews were plotted —_— by Ha- 
man, who was one of the king's most 
noble princes, and when 'Esthibr was 
i - portuned by Mordecai to plead for 
the life of her people, she *aid to Mor-

decai: Go gather together all 
the Jews that are present 
in Shushan, and fast ye 
for me, and neither eat nor drink three 
lays, night or day.

will I go in nnto the king, which 18 
not according to the law; and if I 
perish, I perish.' Is not the cond1- 
tion of the Negro in America very 
much the same as that of the Jew in 
Persia in the time of Xerxes? I think 
there is & striking similarity between 
the two. Can we not do as Esther 
4i4? $She,zcould have asked the gov- 
ernment to assist her people -in 
retarning to Canaan, or she 
could have invoked foreign 
aid, but sbe had unerring confidence 
in the God of her fathers. Why can- 
not the Christians of our race Þ ;roclaim 
a fast and pray for help from our heav- 
enly father, who is able to deliver us 
from the hands of our enemies? Go 
where we will (though I am and always 
have been of the opinion that we 
shonld return to Africa, our father- 
land) if. we are no truer to God than 
we are here 1n America, this state 
of things will continue to exist. 
We have appealed to the govern- 
ment and we have appealed to the 
eourt of our country, to no 

8nggest, now, that we 
ppeal to God as a race. We 
have «imply appealed to man, and the 
men to whom we have appealed are 
working for prestige and glory in on 
world, but God bas glory enough, 
therefore, let us unite in appea:. to 
Him.

Lyonnaize Potatoes. 

Ingredients: A lnmp of butter, « 
«mall onion, cold boiled potatoes, © 
little parsley. Into « sancepan put « 
large lump of butter and asmall onion 
finely chopped, and when the onion is 
fried to an amber color, throw in slices 
of cold boiled potatoes, which must 
be thoronghly stirred. natil they are 
turning brown; at this moment put 
in « «poonfnl of finely chopped pars- 
ley, and as s00n as it is cooked wrain 
through « colander, 0 that the pota- 
toes retain the moistnre of the butter 
and many particles of parsley. 

An Englizh Deep Dizh Apple Fis. 

Peel, core and cnt in quarters or 
eighths enough apples to fill a mediam 
ized earthen baking disb, beaping 
them « little; pour in just a little wa- 
ter, and if the apples are not very tart 
8$queeze over thein the juice of « lem- 
on; sprinkle enongh sngar on the top 
to «weeten them; put a few flecks of 
batter over the top, then grate nntmeg 
over all, Cover with a crnst shortened 
with half lard and half butter, mxk- 
ing two or three incisions 1n the crust; 
stand the pie in a moderate oven and 
when the crnst is done a light brown, 
cover it with a piece of brown paper; 
leave the oven door open and let the 
pie bake slowly for twenty, minutes 
longer, Serve it cold with cream. 

Ribbon Fig Cake. 

White part—Two cups of 
two-thirds of a cup of butter, 
thirds of a cap of milk, three cups of 
flonr, two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, eight eggs, whites; bake in lay- 
ers. 

Gold part - One-balf cnp of batter, 
one cup of «sngar beaten to a cream, 
one whole egg and seven yolks, balf a 
enp of milk, one and one-half cnps of 
flour, one teaspoogfnl of baking pow- 
der, 

Season strongly with cinnamon and 
allspice, Put half the gold cake into 
a pan and lay on it a thick layer of 
halved figs; dust with a little flour 
and then put on the rast of the cakes 
and bake. Put the gold cake between 
the white cakes, using frosting be- 
tween them, and cover with frosting.

Mnemosyne, but this God of Pagan an- 
tiquity is only a faint reflection of a dim 
*hadow of Jehozah of the Eternal One, 
the true God whom the Hebrews wor- 
shiped willingly. Martin Luther said 
one day at the table with his friends. 
The world is «a vast and magnificent 
game of cards, made up of emperors, 
ings and princes. The pope for many 
centuries beat the emperors, kings 
and princes. They yielded and fell 
before him. Then came onr Lord 
God. He dealt the cards, He took 
the lowest (Luther) for himself, and 
with it he beat the pope, that vanisher 
of the kings of the earth.

The conatitn- 
tional laws are all right, 0 far as 1 
can $ee, but the execntors are far from 
right. 

What then can the Negro do to bet- 
ter his condition? « There are sxome 
things he must do before he can hope 
for better thiogs. He must equal the 
white man numerically, financially and 
intellectually. This might possibly 
be done. 

Now, if he decides to wait that 
length of time, I would advise him to 
come out of the civil and political 
strife; go to work and accumulate 
money; multiply children as fast as he 
can, educate them inall the arts, keep 
them at home instead of keeping them 
nnder the direction of some white 
man. If this is done, he may equal 
the white man. Then we will be able 
to demand our rights or appeal for as- 
sistance and take care of ourselves un- 
til it comes. 

We have prevented one way of lib- 
erating the Negro. Therd is one more 
of which we desirs to sp2ak, and that 
is the one that was used by God in lib- 
erating the children of Israel. If 1 
were to choose, T wonld choose the lat- 
ter, as any other sane man wonld,.

A GRAND LETTER 


From Presiding Elder Brander 
of Sonth Africa.

PztToRIA, Sourn AFRICA, 
October 17th, 1898.

Rpgv, Faturr—It is with feelings of 
extreme pleasure,thongh not namixed 
with those of regret, that I write to 
you these few lines, giving you & brief 
account of onr work in Pretoria since 
the last Anunal Conference beld here 
and presided ovet by your lordsbip. I 
$ay mingled feelings of pleasure and 
regret, because whilst our work is 
progressing s$teadily and snrely, and I 
may 8ay in every way zatisfactorily, 
much more might havg been done. 

I left for Soutpansbarg, a. northern 
district of the Transvaal on the Tth of 
July, and thence accompanied by 
Revs, Ramuthlos and Lebala went 
over to Dwaars River, The pastor 
and members accorded us a most hear- 
ty welcome and accommodated us very 
comfortably. We were there &« week 
and I baptized nine adalts, four in- 
fants and receivad seven. We availed 
of the opportunity too, and interview- 
ed Chief Ramokhops, an African ex- 
king, who received us very kindly 
and promised us his hearty snpport. 
He offered too, to build ns « church 
there 50x17 and assured us that if we 
opened a school there and hut it un- 
der an able and efficient teachar either 
from here or from Amerida, he 
could guarantee a large at- 
tenudance. We thanked him most 
heartily for his kind ofter, and the as- 
sistance he was prepared” to render to 
us, 4nd we assnred hita that we wonld 
not rest before his desires were fully 
realized, We then proceeded to Lie- 
tersburg, Rey. J. M. Lebala, Pastor. 
There, too, we met with great kind- 
n68s and hospitality. IT adminiztered 
the Lord Supper there and I was glatl 
to find such a large number partaking 
of the same. We baptized 11 infants 
and 5 adnlts. My attention was next 
drawn towards Mashonaland, and 1 
felt I could not retarn without atteud- 
ing to the most pressing and urgent 
need of that part of. the - country; and 
that auy further hesitation or delay on 
my part wonld be inexensable. I per- 
mitted Bro, Nenbe to go before a com- 
mittee for a licentiate. He etood a 
A very searching test. and the commit- 
tee aud myself, feeling zatisfied,- he 
was grauted a license pro tem. and-or- 
dered to leave for Bulawayo at onee 
and to set afloat the banner of African 
Methodism there. We then traveled 
a bit about the country prospecting 
and regched Hartingsburg on the 4th of 
Angust, where Bros. Ramuthloa and 
Lebals parted” from me for their re- 
$pectiyve places, having accompanied 
me through the major and most ardu- 
ons part of my travels,” and for which 
I beg to extend' to them my most 
hearty thanks. © On Sunday the Lord's 
Supper was administered to a large 
number of the faithful, and I baptized 
24 adults and received 9, Thence 1 
returned to Pretoria, by the grace and 
protection of our Heavenly Father, 
safe aud $0und, having beeraway in 
all six weeks, 

I was hardly a week at home, and 
my attention was directed towards 
Secoecoeniland, Brother Mokone, 
whose sound judgment-and good com- 
mon sense are underiable and whoss 
spirit and character your Lordship is 
already acquainted with, accompanied 
me this time and too mneh cannot be 
raid of the very valuable assistance he 
was able to render to me. Our way 
lay through . vast wilds and across 
steep and rocky mountains, with no 
other means of conveyance than - our 
legs. The wilds and mountains were 
crossed and Secoecoeniland was reach- 
ed. The field appeared to us « very 
maniling WAS and laborers few 
—and We 5aW n0 impediment to our A. 
M, E. Chureb pes poo ted 
there. We took- Brothor athaniel 
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his information and knowledge of those 
parts, rendering him the right man in 
the right place. 

The above are a few extracts from 
my journal of my work outside Preto- 
ria. TI have said nothing of Pretoria 
proper, bnt this I bope to do in my 
next. , 

If, in ome instances, your Lordship 
thinks I have exceeded my powers, I 
ednld not help doing 80. The work 
had to be done by somebody, Since 
others with more powers than myzelf 
would not-do it, I have ventured to do 
it. If I have erred, I will have erred 
on the safer «ide. However, I would 
ask your Lordship to judge -me—and 
no request can be fairer—by the re- 
sults, 

I think I have been too lengthy in 
this letter, and I fear I may be grow- 
ing tirexome. I will, therefore, now 
close with our kindest regards to your 
Lordship and Mr. David Turner,
